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Listener  Sponsored  Pacified  Radio 


After  weeks  of  inter-station  nego- 
tiation, and  10,000  budgets  later, 
KPFA  staggered  into  the  forefront 
of  Bay  Area  impeachment  coverage. 
This  was  no  mean  feat.  As  the  weeks 
wore  on  and  the  alarm  bells  of  the 
House  Judiciary  Committee's  open 
hearings  rang  imperiously  into  false 
starts,  we  became  convinced  that 
good  old  Pete  Rodino  was  just  wait- 
ing until  Pacifica  had  its  stuff  toget- 
her.  Imagine  our  disappointment 
when  together-we-had-it,  and  closed 
the  hearings  stayed! 

0  bewilderment!  0  confusion!  O 
bankruptcy! 

But  why  the  Greek  chorus?  Well, 
fellow  tragedians,  to  bring  one  day  of 
impeachment  takes  months  of  plan- 
ning and  thousands  of  dollars  of  fi- 
nancial commitment.   KPFA  tries 
hard  to  be  the  station  of  record  in 
our  area.  That  means  that  whenever 
there  are  public  hearings  of  possible 
historic  consequence,  we  try  to  air 
them  verbatim— even  when  they  are 
on  television,  because  there  are  thou- 
sands of  offices,  barbershops  and 
commuters  who  have  no  access  to 
T.V.,   plus  the  many  people  who  pre- 
fer to  listen  to  information  without 
continuous  commercial  interruption. 

In  addition  to  the  broadcast  of 
live  hearings,  KPFA  provides  a  timely 
wrap-up  of  the  days  events  for  listen- 
ers who  lack  sustaining  interest  in  the 
sometimes  dense  reparte  of  public 
persons.   Not  to  mention  special  re- 
ports and  commentaries  used  to 
probe  and  question  pre-packaged  pu- 
blic inquiries,  which  of  course  doesn't 
even  touch  upon  the  production  of 
documentaries  for  that  substantial 
body  of  listeners  who  prefer  to  ignore 
the  present  for  the  special  insights  of 
history. 

Which  brings  us  back  to  the  pre- 
sent we  can't  ignore,  and  the  magni- 
tude of  two  years  of  Watergate  and 
the  spectre  of  Presidential  impeach- 
ment and/or  resignation.   KPFA 
fielded  its  impeachment  team  early 
in  May.  .  .concretely  this  meant  send- 
ing people  to  Washington  along  with 
the  other  Pacifica  stations,  installing 
a  private  phoneline  to  transmit  the 
hearings,  as  well  as  hiring  temporary 
additions  to  our  heroic  but  puny  staff. 
In  May  we  hired  Caryloyn  Craven

(formerly  of  KQED  newroom).  On 
the  day  the  Presidential  transcripts 
were  first  released,  KPFA  was  broad- 
casting them  by  telephone  from  our 
sister  station  WBAI  in  New  York. 
The  event  was  so  spontaneous  and 
natural  for  Pacifica,  that  the  AP  an- 
nounced the  event  on  its  national 
wire.  A  week  later  KPFA  was  broad- 
casting the  first  dramatic  reading  of 
the  entire  tapes— a  brillant  production 
from  KPFK  in  Los  Angeles,  that  once 
again  brought  us  accolades  from  the 
press  and  acquainted  a  whole  new 
audience  with  listener-sponsored  radio. 
In  June  we  hired  Bill  Sokol,  who,  I 
presume,  needs  no  introduction  to 
KPFA  subscribers.  We  were  just  pre- 
paring to  carry  the  hearings  live,  when 
once  again  Chairman  Rodino  decided 
to  keep  the  doors  shut.   I  had  just 
spent  a  three  day  week-end  away 


from  the  station,  and  decided  to  go 
to  the  Trident  restaurant  in  Sausalito 
for  dinner.  On  the  marque  outside 
the  Trident  a  sign  read,  "KPFA  is  the 
station  of  the  day".  My  curiousity 
piqued,  I  asked  the  manager,  "Why?" 
He  replied,  "Don't  you  know?   KPFA 
has  been  carrying  the  impeachment 
hearings  live!"   I  must  admit  it  gave 
the  Program  Director  some  indiges- 
tion to  think  that  he  had  not  been 
told.   But  it  was  only  a  rumor. 

After  the  consternation  of  what 
to  do  with  the  closed  Hearings  had 
worn  off,  it  suddenly  occured  to  us 
that  KPFA  was  doing  more  than  if 
the  Hearings  were  live.   In  June  we 
kept  the  door  ajar  with  the  Pacifica 
Washington  team  sending  an  hour  and 
a  half  of  reports  each  day,  which 
turned  out  to  be  the  most  complete 
coverage  in  the  Bay  Area.   Dennis 


Levitt,  David  Lerner,  Paz  Cohen, 
David  Gelber,  Judith  Coburn  and 
Paul  Mclssac  are  responsible  for  send- 
ing the  feeds  from  Washington.  At 
home,  coordinated  by  Bill  Sokol,  Pat 
Roberto,  Marty  Gellen,  Craig  Pyes, 
Bob  Shull  and  our  special  volunteer 
research  team  headed  by  Pat 
O'Donnel,  and  Tom  Leatherwood, 
special  programming  is  being  pro- 
duced, along  with  analysis  and  com- 
mentary. 

Some  of  the  commentators  you've 
heard  on  KPFA,  and  will  continue  to 
hear,  are  I.F.  Stone,  Noam  Chomsky, 
Kevin  Phillips  and  Jim  Hightower. 
Some  of  the  special  programs  are 
What  is  Impeachment/What  Is  an  Im- 
peachable Offense  and  specials  on 
ITT  and  the  Milk  Fund,  political  re- 
pression and  electronic  surveillance. 
As  the  Congress  narrows  down  its 
indictment  to  what  they  consider 
will  be  acceptable  to  the  Senate  as 
far  as  impeachable  offenses  go,  many 
relevant  points  of  inquiry,  such  as 
the  illegal  Cambodian  bombing  and 
the  impoundment  of  funds  will  be 
dropped  from  discussion.  But  not 
on  KPFA.   In  addition  to  being  the 
station  of  record,  you  might  say 
we're  the  station  off  the  record.  We 
will  be  bringing  you  those  parts  left 
out  of  the  impeachment  inquiry  as 
well  as  the  purely  evidentiary  matter 
presented  in  Washington. 

To  insure  continuity  of  program- 
ming and  good  broadcast  quality,  all 
Pacifica  stations  have  installed  a  two- 
way  private  line,  which  will  make  us 
a  network  in  deed  as  well  as  name. 
This  will  provide  us  access  to  pro- 
grams produced  at  our  other  three 
stations. 

But  this  massive  effort  has  been  a 
Gordian  knot  in  terms  of  scheduling. 
The  six  week  lead  time  for  the  Folio 
and  the  plethora  of  original  program- 
ming (more  original  programming 
than  is  produced  by  any  station  in 
Northern  California-commercial  or 
non-commercial),  makes  it  very  dif- 
ficult for  us  to  air  programs  of  im- 
mediate interest  that  are  produced 
after  the  Folio  is  printed,  unless,  of 
course,  we  pre-empt. 

This  problem  becomes  especially 
acute  around  the  impeachment  where

the  subjects  of  inquiry  change  daily. 
So  to  try  and  meet  this  challenge 
we've  opened  permanent  time  from 
5:30  pm  until  the  News  (Impeach- 
ment:  the  7th  Crisis),  and  from  7:30 
pm  to  8:30  after  the  news  (Wash- 
ington Wrap-Up).  This  open  public 
affairs  block  will  last  the  entirety  of 
the  impeachment  process,  while  a 
smaller  more  manageable  block  will 
probably  remain  after  impeachment 
is  over. 

This  actually  began  in  June  and 
marks  a  more  experimental  orienta- 
tion for  KPFA  programming.   In 
order  to  accomplish  this  we've  opened 
up  the  commentary  spot  at  6:00  pm.
